While the outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease is not yet entirely under control, 
& the quarantines that were placed on the several affected States have checked the

. . eradication. The department has already been able to release portions of States and

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NOTICES REGARDING MEAT INSPECTION. 
LABELING UNDER NET WEIGHT AND VOLUME REGULATIONS. 


Referring to regulations promulgated under the net weight and volume amendment 
(see Service and Regulatory Announcements for May, 1914, p. 62), it should be 
observed that a statement of the net weight must be plainly and conspicuously marked 
on the outside of the covering or container. It-will therefore be necessary that this 
feature be placed on the principal panel of labels, cartons, etc., bearing the name of 
the product. 

The statement of the net weight may, if desired, be embossed or lithographed on 
metal containers in direct connection with the label, provided that the lacquer or 
background is such as to render the statement clear and conspicuous. In cases where 
containers bearing lithographed or embossed trade labels are corrected in the manner 
outlined, four copies of each size should be submitted for approval in the usual manner 


SIZE OF SAMPLE LABELS, ETC. 


Labels, imprints of brands and stencils, and sketches thereof, which are too small 
to accommodate the bureau stamp of approval, are frequently received at the Wash- 
ington office. On the other hand, cartons and imprints of stencils and box dies are 
frequently received which are needlessly bulky. Single imprints of brands, stencils, 
and dies and sketches of labels should be prepared on paper not less than three inches 
square, and in instances where finished labels and tags are smaller than this size they 
should be securely affixed to sheets of blank paper of sufficient size. Imprints of 
stencils and box dies as well as cloth containers and cartons should be trimmed of all 
unnecessary material. 

These instructions should be closely followed before submitting labels, etc., for 


approval. 
APPROVAL OF LABELS. 


The use of metal containers shall not be permitted upon the approval of sketches 
or proofs of the lithograph labels, nor until bureau approval of the finished labels on 
metal has been received. 


AMENDMENT TO MEAT-INSPECTION REGULATIONS RELATIVE TO FOREIGN CERTIFI- 
CATES FOR PORK AND PORK PRODUCTS IMPORTED INTO THE UNITED STATES. 


Amendment 1 to B. A. I. Order 211 has been issued under date of November 12, 
1914, effective January 1, 1915, adding the following new paragraph to section 5 of 
regulation 27: 

Paragraph 8, Except as provided in section 11 of this regulation, each consignment 
of any meat or product of a kind prepared customarily to be eaten without cooking 
(such as summer sausage, ‘‘Italian’’ and “Westphalia’’ hams, and the like), which 
contains any muscle tissue of pork, shall be accompanied, in addition to any other 
certificate required by this section, by a separate foreign meat-inspection certificate 
in the following form:

Nore.—A certificate in the above form is required to accompany each consignment 
of any meat or product of a kind prepared customarily to be eaten without cooking 
(such as summer sausage, “Italian” and ‘‘Wespthalia” hams, and the like), which 
contains any muscle tissue of pork. This certificate is to be delivered by the con- 
signee, or his agent, to the inspector of the Department of Agriculture at the point of . 
inspection in the United States. 


Each such foreign meat inspection certificate shall be subject to the provisions of 
paragraphs 4 to 7, inclusive, of this section.

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HYPODERMIC SYRINGES FOR HOG-CHOLERA SERUM, ETC. 


No more 20 c.c. syringes such as are used in connection with hog-cholera work will 
be issued. This style of syringe will be replaced by a 30 c.c. syringe, but the change 
will be made gradually. In making requisition for new syringes only immediate 
needs should be considered. Supplies for 20 c.c. syringes will be furnished until all 
these syringes are replaced, and all worn-out or broken syringes of this type should 
be returned to the property clerk.
